Who are these 537 to whom the 
voters, w hether they realized it 
or not, gave the power to choose 
the 
president? 
They are 
party 
faithful generally, b e i n g recog­ 
nized with a transient and unpaid 
honor. One way or another, the 
political parties pick the candi­ 
dates for elector in every slate. 
Five do it by prim ary. Uniquely, 
Pennsylvania 
requires 
that, 
the 
candidates be certified by t h e 
presidential nom inees them selves. 
Sometimes the honor is eagerly 
sought—in West Virginia, for ex­ 
am ple, w here elector candidates 
cam paign vigorously for election. 
In that state, a record as elector 
is a handy thing to have in later 
tries for more durable offices. 
But the vast m ajority of voters 
never know who the electors are 
when they cast their ballots—or so 
the voters think—for the presiden­ 
tial 
nominees. 
In 
most 
states 
electors’ nam es don’t even appear 
on the ballot or are inconspicu­ 
ously grouped under the nam es 
of the presidential candidates. 
This isn t what Die Constitution 
writers had in mind, at all. Alex­ 
ander Hamilton, who term ed the 
plan excellent, has left a clear 
picture of how it was m eant to 
work. N ever a m an to trust the 
ordinary people too far, Hamilton 
applauded the idea of a select 
group which actually would both 
nominate and elect the president. 
But, 
alm ost 
alone among the 
j flexible and foreseeing provisions 
wTitten into the Constitution 173 
years ago, the Electoral College 
never worked as intended. 
The Electoral College had little 
to do in the first two presidential 
elections—George Washington was 
elected and re-elected without od- 
position, as had been 
generally

around, 
political 
parties had developed. The tran s­ 
form ation of electors from trusted 
elders to straw men, pledged in 
advance to one party or another, 
was well under way.

A mer i cat's celebrate Dec. 15 as Bill of 
Rights Day, because on that day 169 years 
ago the first IO amendments to the Con­ 
stitution were ratified by enough states to 
go into force. Three states ratified later—

The two rejected were numbered one and 
two. so that the present First Amendment 
was submitted to the states as the third. 
One of the two rejected proposals would 
have prescribed a fixed population ratio 
for determining the membership of the 
House of Representatives. This lacked one 
state of the necessary number for ratifica­ 
tion. The other would have held up any 
change voted in the pay of Congress until 


a new House had been elected. That was 
d e f e a t e d 
ignominiously, lacking five 
states of the necessary number. 
The Bill of Rights, protecting the liberty 
of the individual against the power of the 
government, goes back to 
“unalienable 
rights’’ insisted on in the Declaration 
of 
Independence and to bills of rights adopt­ 
ed in Virginia and other states.
